INTERNAL SECURITY - 


JAMES H. MADOLE continues to reside at 10 West 90th 
Street, New York City, and remains head of the National 
Renaissance Party, an anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, neo- 
Pasclst group In New York City. Subject arranges all 
meetings of the party and Is principal speaker at the 
meetings. At a meeting on 1^13/56, MA.D0IE praised 
NASSER and the Arab states and Indicated there could 
be no peace In the Middle East until Israel Is 
obliterated, MADOLE prepares and distributes all 
party literature and has obtained a large quantity 
of Egyptian and Arab literature which he distributes 
through the National Rena issance Party. Contacts of 
the subject are set out. I I 


T-1, who has furnished reliable Information 
In the past, fuiTiished the following infoi>mation which 
he received from a source whqm he termed reliable, whose 
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identity he declined to disclose. He indicated on December 14, 
1956, that JAI/IES KADOIE continues to reside at 10 l,«’'est 90th 
Street, New York City, and remains head of the National 
Renaissance Party, He stated that MA.D0IE is the dominant 
force in this organization and arranges all meetings x?hich 
are sponsored by the Party,, He indie a.ted that MDOLEC 
also prepares and distributes all Party literature. 

He said that at these meetings MDODE is always 
the principal speaker. He added that at a meeting on 
December 13, 1956, held at Nola Studios, 113 Nest 57bh 
Street, Nex^r York City, MDOEE spoke at length, praising 
Premier NASSER of Egypt and the Arab states. 

MADOLE Indicated that there could never be peace 
in the r-Ilddle East until the state of Israel is obliterated. 
MADOIE also attacked the Supreme Court and Attorney General 
BROVJNELL for forcing the "Negroes" down the throat of the South, 

T-1 indicated on May 9 , 1956, that the NRP at 
present is a neo-Nazi, anti-Semitic, anti-Negro organization 
with activities generally confined to the Nexf York Area, 

He said that its principal activities consist of holding 
outdoor meetings and the distribution of literature throughout 
the United States and abroad where it is reprinted by 
similar organizations. 

This source stated that the National Renaissance 
Party leader and founder is JAMES H, MADOLE and its 
principal financial contributor is PREDERICH NEISS, He 
said that at present the party membership is very small. 

The April, 1955# "National Renaissance Bulletin", official 
NRP publication listed headquarters at 10 Nest 90th Street, 

New York City, 

The National Renaissance Party xvas the subject of 
a prelirainai^y report on neo-Pascisi? and Hate Groups published 
by the House Committee on Un-American Activities on December 17, 
1954, which stated that this neo-fascist group's activities 
are clearly subversive and un-American, 
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T-1 indicated on December 7 j 1956, that MADOIE 
had prepared and disti’ibuted an announcement entitled 
"The National Renaissance Party Sponsors a Second Major 
Political Rally to Oppose American Participation in a 
Third World Bloodbath", which indicate a Party meeting 
to be held on December 13. 

T-1 indicated on December 1956, that MADOIE 
had contacted Nola Studio and arranged for a meeting room 
on ^ the night of Deeaiiiber l4» However, he had later changed 
this meeting date to Thursday, December 13, because he had 
a date with a new girl friend on the l4th. This informant 
also stated that MADOIE recently indicated that he had 
received a letter from JOHN KASPER, leader of the White 
Citizens' Counsel in Washington, D. C,, which indicated 
plans to hold a meeting in Washington and requesting 
MADOIE to be present as one of the speakers. MADOIE stated 
that he was thinking of going to this meeting when a 
definite c^e is established. 

The Informant added that PREDERICH WEISS had 
recently printed an article entitled "VJho Cares?" which is 
anti-Semitic, anti-alien, and anti-Negro. He stated that 
about 8,©Q0 ofnthese panphlets had been printed and that 
WEISS had delivered a quantity of them to MADOIE who 
indicated he would distribute about 300 of them in the South, 
The informant stated that MADOIE did not indicate how these 
would be distributed but added that he would not be able 
to distribute them in the North as it might antagonize his 
Arab friends, 

T-1 Indicated on December 17, that MADOIE had 
received large quantities of pro-Arab and pro-Egyptian 
literature in recent months which he would stamp with the 
name of the National Renaissance Party, 10 VJest 90th Street, 
New York City, and distribute through Party channels. 

T-1 stated that some of these booklets included the 

following :

"Today's Egypt", (which was prepared at the Egyptian 
Embassy in Washington),

Maritime Canal Company", (pr^uited by the Government of 
Egypt in Cairo),

by the Middle East Research Center, Cairo). 

"Peace and VJar", (printed by the Egyptian Information 
Department, Cairo). 

"Threats and Intimidation" 

"The Ministry of WAKES" 

"Zionism and the Bible", (published by the Palestine- 
Arab Refugee Office, New York City), 

"Modern Egypt in its Pouith National Celebration", 
(published by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs). 

"Prosecution of the Arabs in Israel", (published 
by the Pales tine-Arab REfugee Office, New York City). 

"Anglo-French- Israeli Aggression Against Egypt", 
(published by the Egyptian Embassy, WasMngton, D.C. ). 

"The Suez Canal - Facts and Documents", (published 
by the Selected Studies Committee, Cairo). 

T-1 indicated on November 27, that the subject had 
decided to utilize the headquarters of the Nationalist Party 
an- anti-Semitic, neo-Fascist group located at 344 East 
83rd Street, New York City, for the display and sale of 
National Renaissance Party literature and pro-Arab literature. 
^DOEE advanced his share of the monthly rent amounting to 
$22.50, but the landlord of this building evicted the 
Nationalist Party in November for non-payment of rent. 

The informant stated that it is possible 
a few of the Nationalist Party members will now become 
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associated with MDOIE and National Renaissance Party. 

T-1 also stated BENJAMIN PREEDMN continues to 
confer with MADOIE about haw • issues of the National 
Renaissance Bulletin, National Renaissance Party 

publication# According to the informant, FREEDMAN is 
anxious to maintain his contact with MADOIE in order to 
use this publication as a vehicle for his views and 
propaganda. 

The Informant said that apparently MADOIE continues 
to get large amounts of Arab literature from the Arab Information 
Center, New Yoiic City, 

T-1 stated on November 6, 1956, that a meeting 
of the National Renaissance Party was held at No la Studios, 

New York City, on November 2, 195^» He stated that MADOIE 
was the principal speaker and spoke against England and 
Israel and in favor of Egypt, 

T-1 indicated on October 23, 1956, that MADOIE 
indicated he had ordered 500 reprints of the National 
Renaissance bulletin and indicated that this issue had 
already brought a profit of ^125. 

T-1 indicated on Octob er lQi^6. th^^ t MDOIE 
stated he had been approached by| la member of 

the Nationalist Party, vjlth an offer to rent the front half 
of the headquarters occupied by the Nationalist Party, He 
indicated MDOIE could use the front half of this stoi’e 
and MDOIE believed it would be a good opportunity for him 
to display the Arab- literature which the National Renaissance 
Party is now distributing. 

T-1 iiidicated on November 19, 1956, that the 
September- October, 1956, issue of the National Renaissance 
bulletin contained an ai-*ticle entitled "The Hidden Pacts 
Behind the Zionist Invasion of Egypt", by- JAMES A. MDOIE. 

He stated this article was anti-Jewish and this bulletin 
also contained advertisements for several Egyptian leaflets. 

He stated that this bulletin was prepared by MDOIE with 
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the help and adviee of BENJAMIN FREEDMAN who also gave 
MDOIE $90 for the cost of this publication. He stated 
that MADOLE and FREEDMAN are already preparing another 
bulletin- concerning the Egyptian situation which v/ill be 
published in the near future.' 

T-1 Indicated on November 2, 1956, that MADOIE 
had stated that he has earned more- than |>400 this year 
selling Egyptian literature he has, received free of 

charge and then has sold for a small fee, lie indicated that 
this Egyptian literature has been distributed by MADOLE after 
he has placed the rubber- stamp of the National Renaissance 
Party upon it. He indicated the two most recent pamphlets 
were a 23 page booklet entitled "Peace and War" and a 20 page 
booklet entitled "Threats and Intimidation", 

T-1 indicated on July 9, 1956, that the last page 
of the May, 1956, issue of the National Renaissance Euiiietin 
had again advertised a list of literature which MADOLE had 
obtained from the Egyptian Information Office at 900 Park 
Avenue, New York City, He said that MADOLE had become 
a factor in the distribution of Arab propaganda in this 
area.
